the better for our argument; the, Canton 
tencments and streets are worse, from the 
sanitarian’s point of view, so it seems it 
really doos not matter much what is done. 
These are points, not too coherently col- 
lected, for consideration. By abolishing the 
cubicle ‘ordinance, would we not save

“Imruesat Ovrrosse’’ is the titlé of one of. 
Mr, Joan Mueray's newest publications, 
and probably of one of the most important.

SHANGHAI. 


From what we have observed during: the past 
fortnight the loval Chinese authorities seem to 
be quite aineve in thoir efforts to observe thy. 
Imperial Decrees referring to the prohibition 
of the uge and consumption of the noxious 
cpiam drug. Arrangements have been made 
to enforce the inetructions of H. E. Viveroy. 
Tuau Fang of Nanking to olose oli cpiam’ 
shops aud divans outside the foreign Sottle- 
ments of Shanghai by the 22ud of this month 
(12th day of the Sth Moon’. To provide, more- 
over, against possible disturbances by.’ rougbs 
and disorderly characters the local mandarins 
ere working im accord with the various merchant 
and trade guilds whose younger members 
compose the “ Physical Exercise Associationr,” 
or Volunteer organizations, .and aro’ propared to 
Jay a strong hood upon all malcontents, even to 
tho extent of using firaarms upon the mob. The 
varions gymusstic asaociationa of the native 
educational institutions within and without 
the Nativo City of Shanghai have also joined 
hands with tho offloinls aod merchants’ Physical 
Exercise Arsociations, and aro prepared ‘to give 
valuable assistance in the cause of law and ordor. 
Taotai Tseng Shao-ch'ang, Chairman of the 
Chinese Municipal Conoil, received on Sunday 
morning the leading mewbers of the varions 
merchant snd handicraftmen’s guilds and eduea- 
tional ‘institutions, to discuss ways and mesna 
and arrange methods of defence and snp pression 
of any disorders that may arise upon the 22nd 
instant and tho following days, After the 
conference Taotai Tedag ‘proceoded to call 
upon the civil and military mandarins for tho 
same purpose and we understand, os a: resalt 
of these conferanoes, both the military and. 
and the civio arms hold themeelver ready “for 
sny emergencies from yesterday onwrds. 
The civil mandarinr, we learn, bave also made 
the “tipaos” or heads cf sections responsible 
for seeing ta the striet observance of the 
inatraoctions to have’ oll opium ‘rhops and 
divans closed before midnight of the 2let 
instant, whilet His Hunour Tsotai Jui Chéog 
notified some time ago all whom it may concern 
that any one who shall olora his opium shop or 
divan boforo thé official date already fixed would 
receive extraordinary rewards, pour encourager 
les autres, We understand that in viow of this 
several bave already closed their establishments 
and have received the pecuniary rowards 
promised, whilst others bave packed awoy all 
their opium smoking implements and turned 
their divans into teasbops and tea divanr, 
With tea are sold cakes and sweatmeats and we 
are told that these new divans bhava become

KOBE STREET TRAMWAYS. 


PEELIMINALY DIFFICULTIEA, 


ws 


The Kobo Street Electric Tramway Company 
in atill busily engaged.in surveying the streets 
throug which the proposed lines will ran, Few 
of the strests which are to be traversed by the 
linea constrnoted in the first stage, we are told, 
are 36 feet wide, xs apecified in the charter, and 
it will be necessary for the company to oom- 
mence widening the roads in October nort, 
when the work of construction ia to be com- 
menced, . : 

But a serious obstacle is the price of land 
in the cily, which is so high that the widening 
of the streets will involye the company in such 
heavy expense that the venture will not pay. 
An opinion ia gaining ground among the share- 
holdera of the company that tho lines on the 
Hill should bo only single lines, instead of the- 
double as proposed, and that the pavement in 
Sakayemachi should be removed, so that donble 
Hines could be. constructed there witbont 
widening the street, Further, it. is suggested 


a uniform rate as originally proposed, and it ia 
urged that these measaras should be adopted for 
the purposo of increasing the revenne of the 
compspy, A direotor of the company ie report. 
‘ed to have remarked that the donble lino being 
one of the conditions under which the charter 
was granted an alteration canuot be made, 
oasily. ; : 

At present the survey of the streets, through 
which the proposed lines are to run, is not pot 
completed, so that the amount of money required 
for the purchase of innd for widening, streets 
is as yot unknown. If the result of the survey 
shows that the coat of acqniring tho land is so 
high that the widoning of tho streets would 
sariously effect the profits of the company, 5 
change in passengers’ fares, and the adoption 
of a single line system in places caunat be 
avoided, It is extremely Jonbéfal, howeyer, 
whether ‘the Kobe Municipality and the 
Government would approve thase changesin the 
terms of the charter. Many of tho strests on 
the Hill are only 30 feet wide, and itis the rale 
of. tbe Home: Department not to -allow ‘an 
electric tramway-—~even in_ single line—to run 
through atrests which ara less than 36 feet in 
width, Undor these circamstances, the widening 
of ‘the atreeta in some parts of Kobe cannot 
possibly be avoided, if the tramway is to be built 
at ' ener

to the theatre, se we ordered coffee in my rooms: 


and sat by tho open windows overlooking tne 
gordons, The Queen, with the King oad her 
mother, had quite » long stroll thore in the 
esrly eyaning. We finished our coffee, and then 
leaned ont end looked once more at those bare 
flag-staffa poking up into the blue night aky. 
I had those bare poles on my brain for the 
thousandth time, ‘© wondered if it wrald be 
flags of coloured lightu—thon toddlad off to bed. 

Th t aight there was no ono waiting in the 
big square, For weeks there bad been small 
gronpa hanging about, hoping to be the firat 
to get news, but that particular night the sen- 
triea had it all to thomsalves. 

T was awakened by a voice shouting, “Gat 
up. Bequick!” Isimply foll out of bed, and 
rushing to the door, without my dressing gown, 
screamed, "Is tho palace on fire? Wait for 
mo!" [T oponed the door. Mario do B, stood 
there. She was absolutély oryiog with oxcito- 
ment. “ Fire! You goose, no. The Queen

haic in curlers, and looked a sight—and dashed 
into the corridor and the arma of one of the 
halbordier with s long spear, who-was ranning 
faster than I bave ever seen a Spaniard mova 
before. 

Wo begged each other's pardons, and I asked 
Lim if thera was any news. In Spain one gets 
most awfully trauk about these things, and I 
have foun! wyself “Gamping” with utter 
straogora ina way that would make one blush 
for a week in England. From the minuteness 
of his detalld be was, I am. sure, married. 

By this time~all in s moment it seemed -- 
the palace swarmed and bummed like a hive. 
Behind closed doors [ heard the electric switches 
turned on, while half-drossed maids burried 
from room to room, “S’ho captain of tho 
holbordiexs swung by, a body of man in all the 
glory of their ofd-world costame at his heels, 
“Wo are bidden to. summon everybody. It 
cannot be so very long,” he voucheafed 
observ-d thot we had b-tter. go and dress, and 
luoky it was that wo did ao, for a little later the 
bishops wore assembling in the private obapel, 
and woall rushed away. : ; 

The chapel looked lovely, white flewors every- 
whore, and such decorations. Bat we oll gave 
our dignity away sadly. The old Duquesa of 
C—had forgotten half her hair ond all her 
rouge. he bishops also wore not an tidy as 
they might bave been, and I never saw such a 
collection of uashorn chiang in my life--ang the 
Spaniards do got so drondfully blue, Some of 
the dear ladies prayed very bard, but all the 
same there was 8 constant rustle of moreat and 
excitement and also more than a suspicion that 
a certain amount of hocking-and-eyeing was 
going on all the while. _ 

Lt was a brilliant morning when wo left he 
obapel, and then I ran against’ Lady ——, 
who told me that the Queen's mother, the 
Dowager Queen and the doctors.and maida 
hed all been called up sbout four, and had 
not left the Queen's. apartments since. She 
said that Privcers Henry.was terribly exciled, 
but wea being awfully brave, and that the 
Queen herself was behaving splendidly. But 
then, she is eo plucky—it is only when one 
sees ber among all these courtiers, with their 
fossing and thoir fuming sbout trifle, that 
one realises how splondidiy English hor Ma 
jeaty is, I was dying for some. chocolate by: 
this time, bat little Rita do L. said it waa 
much funnier to go round to the other side of 
the pslacy, and watch the people. Of course, 
I had never been anywhera when a fotnre 
King was being born, so I gave ap the choco- 
late and went with her. K 

.My doer, yon can have no conception of 
the sight. All Madrid was like a disturbed 
aot hill; and I shall never make you under- 
stand what a burly-burly the square was in. 
The place was literally black with people, all 
seething and lovking up and laughing and 
praying together, The women wore wlling 
ubeir beads and invoking the aid of all the 
soinis in the eslendar. ‘I'brough the mob the 
hurried coachmen and chauffours were trying 
to foree theic way with carriagea and motor- 
cars. Troops kept marching to and fro, the 
hum grew louder as the sua rose, and the air 
grew aa hot as a b-kehouse. A heap of grandeos 
who bad come to a council or something joined 
us ladies. They were greatly excited, for having 
como, to the patace.on business ss usual, they 
had only. received a message to say that the 
King could not leave the Queen's apartments. 

Presently all the crowd in the square bent 
and waved to aud fro. The great Churchinen 
woro arriving. They had come more carefully 
dressed than had most of the bishops, who wore 
a very “up-all-night” and worn appearance. 
But oven these great worthiea betrayed some 
anxioty, and the Arohbiskop of Toledo threw an 
anxious glanco at the Diamond ‘Towor.as he leit 
his coach. Up in the Tower were the men 
with the two flags, One: was the Royal 
Standard, you know—that was for & boy; the 
other was white.
